On Wednesday, April Ist, 1953, 
three new design commemorative is- 
sue postage stamps will be available 
in Post. Offices throughout Canada. 


These postage stamps will display 
commonly known wild animals of 
Canada and are being issued to coin- 
cide as nearly as possible with Na- 
tional Wildlife Week. 

A 2c postage stamp will display a 
Polar Bear, a 3c stamp will display 
a Moose and a 4c stamp will display 
a Bighorn Sheep. Stamps designed to 
display other wild animals of Canada 
will be issued in subsequent years. 
The Post Office Department wishes 
to join with those private, Provincial 
and Federal Government Agencies 
that are striving to increase the in- 
terest of the Canadian public, and 
others interested in Canada, in the 
importance of our wildlife resources. 
Wildlife that was so abundant to our 
forefathers is being depleted at an 
alarming rate because of a lack of 
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appreciation. It is the Department's 
hope that the wildlife series of post- 
age stamps will emphasize to all

restoring the 


ing and wildlife re-

sources of Canada, not only for their 
considerable economic value but also 
because they are a constant source 
of pleasure to thousands in every 
walk of life. 

The three new issue stamps were 
engraved and printed by the Canad- 
ian Bank Note Company, Limited, of 
Ottawa. The design for the 2c post- 
age stamp displaying a polar bear 
was created by John Crosby, an art- 
ist of the National Museum of Can- 
ada, Ottawa. The designs fer the oth- 
er two stamps, one displaying a 
moose and the other a bighorn sheep, 
were created by Emanuel Hahn, 
J.C.A., S.S.C., a sculptor of Toronto, 
Ontario. The new issue stamps will 
be small size, the same size as the 
current issue stamps portraying His 
Majesty, King George VI, and will 
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be in blue colour for the 2c stamp, 
brown for the 3c stamp and black for 
the 4c stamp. Since it is the policy 
of the Department not to overprint 
commemorative postage stamp issues 
with the letter “G” to indicate their 
use by Government Departments, 
these stamp issues will not be so 
overprinted. The stamps will be is- 
sued to Postmasters in panes of 100 
stamps each. 
First Day Covers 

All patrons who desire to have 
First Day Covers prepaid with the 
new issue postage stamps specially 
eancelled on the date of issue are re- 
quired to forward self-addressed cov- 
ers to the Postmaster, Ottawa 2, On- 
tario, not to the philatelic section, 
prior to the date of issue. All covers 
must contain “fillers” and must be 
sealed or have the flap turned in. 
To avoid errors the patrons should 
mark on the cover, upper right-hand 
corner, the quantity and denomina- 
tion of stamps to be affixed to each 
cover. Do not fold covers when for- 
warding through the mails. Enclose 
all covers in an cutside cover marked 
“First Day of Issue”. All covers will 
be returned by ordinary mail unless 
it is specifically requested that they 
be returned by registered or air mail. 
Orders for first day, cover service 
must not include orders for mint or 
unused stamps. Remarks or enquiries 
not related directly to the order for 
first day cevers should be written on 
a separate piece of paper. 

First elass mail rate of 4c applies 
if covers are sealed or a written mes- 
sage is enclosed. (Except to ad- 
dresses in Ottawa). 

In addition to the cost of postage 
required to be affixed to the covers 
at ordinary, airmail or registered 
mail rates, collectors must include in 
their remittance sufficient money to 
pay the Department’s cover service 
fee amounting to 5e for each cover 
returned by ordinary mail and 10e 
for each cover returned by air mail 
or registered mail. The necessary 
- space should be allowed on first day 
covers if blocks cf stamps are order- 
ed. The Postmaster, Ottawa, cannot 
guarantee to supply plate corner 
blocks of four stamps which will be 
distributed as equitably as the sup- 
ply permits. The Philetalic Section 
will not handle first day covers, 

Remittances for first day covers 
are to be made payable to the Re- 


ceiver General of Canada, and sent 
to the Postmaster, Ottawa 2, Ontario. 

Remittances for mint stamps are 
to be made payable to the Receiver 
General of Canada and sent directly 
to the Post Office Department, Phila- 
telic Section, Financial Branch, Ot- 
tawa 4, Ontario. 

Remittances should be made by 
means of Postal Money Order or 
bank draft in Canadian funds, made 
payable to the Receiver General of 
Canada. Patrons from countries oth- 
er than Canada or the United States 
should forward remittances by means 
of an International Money Order. 
Postal Notes cannot be accepted. If 
cash is sent, it should be in a regis- 
tered package. At this time, United 
States funds are subject to a discount 
when converted to Canadian funds. 
Postage stamps are not accepted as 
a remittance. 

The new stamp issues will be print- 
ed from two plates for each issue, 
Nos. 1 and 2. Plate number blocks 
will only be supplied from the Phila- 
telic Section of the Department with 
orders for these stamps in mint con- 
dition and where they are specifically 
ordered, 100 stamps, full panes, must 
be crdered to obtain a plate number 
block of any one of the three de- 
nominations. 

Orders for the new issue postage 
stamps only will be given preference 
over mixed orders for both the new 
issue stamps and other issues. Mixed 
orders cannot be filled until some 
time after the issue of the new 
stamps, April 1st, 1953. An order 
form for mint stamps is enclosed 
for the convenience of patrons.

recent 1952 printing has emphasized 
this more. This is Scott cut #128a 
and 2 current stamp, not worth $25. 


Variety: A break in the upper right 
seroll (both lines broken) on the 10th 
stamp of the 6th row. This was evi- 
dently corrected sometime early in 
1943. 

Paper: The old stand-by is quite ade- 
quate for distinguishing the paper. 
Touch some silver (a 10c piece or 
some tinsel paper will do) to the 
edge of the stamp. If it leaves a 
small black mark the paper is chalky, 
if not it is substitute. 

Fini: Thus closes our philatelic story 
with no less than 31 main colour 
shade and paper differences, and 11 
cecurrences of a constant variety on 
the 7 top values (2s to £1). Indeed 
a very interesting Geo. VI issue. 


Mostly About Plate Blocks 


By “Scotia” 


Have been brought back to work 
by the note in last month’s issue 
about more plate block articles. Had 
been busy on a long article for 
“Weekly Philatelic Gossip” on “Ad- 
ventures with Canadian Plate 
Blocks” which should appear very 
soon. As many of my readers will 
find their names in it, they should, 
in self defence, make sure they don’t 
miss it! This article was suggested 
by Mr. E. L. Piggott some time ago, 
and was accepted by Mr. Harry 
Weiss, editor of “Gossip,” who pub- 
lishes more news of interest to Can- 
adian collectors than any other Am- 
erican editor, as far as I am aware. 

One of my most distinguished 
readers is Dr. J. A. Gray who re- 
cently retired from my old Alma 
Mater, Queen’s University, and was 
given a well earned Doctor of Laws 
degree. His research students gave a 
dinner in his honor and presented 
him, among other things, with his 
portrait painted by the well known 
artist, Grant McDonald. Dr. Gray’s 
many friends will be glad to hear 
that he is making a very good re- 
covery from his recent illness. 

I am always glad to hear from 
American collectors of Canadian 
plates, and recently have had that 


pleasure in letters from four corres- 
pondents, three of them new ones. 
These were Mr. John S. Gordon and 


Mr. Jce Wilford of Ithaca, N.Y., and 
Mr. George Trabant of St. Peters- 
burg, Florida. The other was Mr. 
Richard P. Hedley of Buffalo, better 
known to his many friends as ‘Dick.’ 
Mr. Hedley is a past president of the 
British North American Philatelic 
Society. He reveals his knowledge of 
the King-Borden issue plates in the 
remark “I know they are tough to 
get.” Truer words were never spok- 
en! He is interested also in the small 
Queens, but I was not able to help 
him there! 

Enjoyed a visit from Mr. Walter 
Bileski of Winnipeg, who persuaded 
me to part with quite a few of my 
surplus plates. He told me of many 
interesting developments which I am 
unfortunately not at liberty to re- 
veal, and showed me such nice items 
as five sheets of the missing “G” 
and a sheet of the 13c Yacht. 1 found 
1t a pleasure to do business with 
him, and was delighted to hear of 
the growing American market for 
our plates. 

Reference to my last column shows 
that I discussed the searcity of plates 
3 and 4 in the 2c War Issue. I found 
confirmation of my views in Mr. H. 
H. Warren’s ad in the last issue, 
showing these plates at a premium. 
I think this will tend to increase. T 
also spoke of the five cent Capex, 
which continues to advance. The same 
remark applies here. 

In common with many other collec- 
tors I am wondering why the Post 
Office should bring out the new dol- 
lar stamp in two plates. This imposes 
quite a large financial burden on the 
collector, especially if the new stamp 
should prove to last no longer than 
its predecessor. 

Must close for now, hoping to hear 
from all my old friends, and from 
new ones on both sides of the border. 

P.S.: A special invitation to Dr. 
F. A. E. Starr, whose letter in the 
December issue re part perf plate I 
found most interesting. How about 
it, Doctor?

SCOTT’S POPULAR CATALOGUE 
OUT IN NEW EDITION 


The second edition of Scott’s Popu- 
lar Stamp Catalog, the $3 simplified 
version of Scotts Standard Postage 
Stamp Catalogue, has just been pub- 
lished by Scott Publications, Inc., in 
an attractive new format. 

The “Popular” is keyed to ‘the 
needs of the beginning collector and 
the general collector who wants to 
collect only “face-different” stamps, 
disregarding changes of watermark 
and perforation. 

The new edition has three columns 
to a page, instead of two. The flex- 
ible varnished cover is in a colorful 
ereen, black and white design. By in- 
creasing the page size to 7x10 inches, 
the publishers have lessened the bulk 
and cut the number of pages to 680, 
or nearly in half. 

Extensive revisions include the ad- 
dition of the more popular occupa- 
tion issues and the 5,000 or so new 
issues which have appeared since the 
first (1951) edition. Many thousands 
of prices have been changed. 

The “Popular” lists and pxices the 
postage stamps, commemoratives, 
semipostals and airmail stamps of all 
countries. The U.S. listings also in- 
clue the postage due, official, special 
delivery, newspaper, parcel post and 
revenue issues. 

All face-different stamps are listed 
without regard to perforations, water 
marks or minor varieties. The coun- 
tries are arranged alphabetically (not 
geographically or in coloniall group- 
ings), except for the United States 
which is first. 

The same numbers and prices are 
carried over from Scott’s 19538 
Standard Catalogue.

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SPEAKS ON ODDITIES 


The London Philatelic Society held 
its semi-monthly meeting in the Lon- 
don Masonic Temple, London, Ont., 
on the 28rd of January, with 64 mem- 
bers and friends attending. The sec- 
retary reported that the Society had 
reached the 90 mark in paid-up mem- 
bers to the end of 1953 and hoped 
to reach the 100 mark before vaca- 
tion time. Mr. Allan F. Irving, the 
First vice president of the Society 
was the speaker for the evening, and 
took as his subject “Oddities appear- 
ing on Canadian Stamps during the 
period from 1912 to date.” The speak- 
er pointed out the fact that the word 
oddity brings to mind another word 
“freak” and that it wasn't his inten- 
tion to dwell on freaks, however he 
had some very unusual items on hand 
and especially a complete sheet of the 
le value of the 1930 Maple Leaf is- 
sue. From its appearance it would 
seem to indicate that a brush con- 
taining green ink had been applied in 
a vertical manner on the right hand 
side of the sheet. A most unusual 
item and by all means a sheet that 
should never have left the printing 
company, 

He commenced his discourse by ex- 
plaining the hairlines appearing on 
Canada Nos. 104 and 106. He then 
gave the reason for the thin paper 
varieties existing on Nos. 107 and 
112. This led on into the vertical lines 
appearing in the upper right spand- 
rels on Nos. 112 and 119 and stressed 
the fact that all these varieties were 
very important and should be in- 
cluded in collections of ' Canadian 
stamps. 

A few other minor variations were 
pointed out for the period up to 1930. 
He then went into some details on 
the dies appearing on the low values 
in the 1980 Maple Leaf issue. He 
also explained the line pairs existing 
on the 1930 and 1932 coils and com- 
mented on the out of alignment coils. 
Canada #192 was given particular 
attention and Mr. Irvine produced a 
beautiful copy used on cover of the 
broken “e” variety in the word “Post- 
age.” Special attention was also 
focused on the broken “X” variety 
on No. 208 Regina Grain Conference 
stamp. The speaker urged all of the 
members to seek after this error and 
by all means attempt to include this 
stamp in their collections. The 
“Weeping Princess” in a mint block 
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of four claimed the attention of all 
present and was very much envied by 
the members. 

The 1932 Medallion Issue was the 
subject for some well-timed remarks 
and the speaker dwelt on the flat and 
rotary printings existing on the le 
and 2c values and stressed the fact 
that this latter stamp was very 
scarce. He also explained the two 
dies appearing on the 3c value No. 
197 and mentioned that illustrations 
of the two dies appeared in Stanley 
Gibbons Catalogue Part One. Another 
gem on display was a beautiful mint 
block of eight of the 3¢ Cartier ‘Wide 
Gutter’ variety. This variation was 
explained in detail and also the 
scarcity was stressed. 

The speaker brought many other 
errors and varieties to the attention 
of the members and commented on 
the fact that this was only a portion 
of the many varieties appearing on 


our stamps. He hoped that for 
any whose interests were begin- 
ning to wane that his remarks 


might be the means of adding incen- 
tive to their hobby and that it would 
open up a new field of search where- 
in much pleasure and satisfaction 
could be derived during the coming 
winter months. 

April 11th will mark the Annual 
Dinner, Bourse, Exhibition and First 
class auction, so keep April 11th open 
for this event.
